As the War progressed, and it became appar- 
ent that the institution of Slavery and the Union 
conld not both be preserved, and that the War 
was im fact —1 — all the slaves, thou- 
sands of Kentucky Whigs deserted the cause of 
the Government, and in 1864 voted with the 
party that said the War to crush the Rebellion 
was a failure. Those thousands of ovce Union 
Whigs have made Kentucky a Democratic State. 

Some Kentuckians, however, took a more en- 
targed patriowc view of the issues involved. 
Among was Ben Bristow. Early in the 
struggle they comprehended that slavery was 
deatined to be extinguished. They said the in- 
stitution cherished so fondly by many should 
not stand between them and their Government. 
Without r they thrust from them what 
was with many an idol. Ali they had, property, 
reputation, talents, infinence, they laid upon the 
altar of their country, and dedicated themselves 
———— even to the sacrifice of their lives, 


becessary. 

If there is a clase ‘of Republicans more 
emphatic and decided than another in their 
convictions of the propriety of Republican rule 
it is that class of Southern men who staked 
their all in support of the Union, when the 
issue was Government or no Government. 

It wae rather natural for those reading in the 
North to be Union men; they could be so with- 
out incurring the dangers or making the sacri- 
fices required of those who resided south of the 
Ohio River. The Southern Unionists fully com- 
prebended that their position meant constant 
danger of life and loss of property. Such mea 
were truly members of the Republican party 
from the time the active work of treason com- 
menced. It was the only party with which they 
could affiliate and discharge their duty to the 
country. They will be the last to desert it, and

THE VERDICT IN THE WHISKY CASE. 

The verdict in the case of Panna and 
Rusu practically determines the question 
whether the distillers who have refused to 
plead guilty can expect acquittance for their 
guilt on the ground that certain of the wit- 
nesses have sought to. secure some lenien cy 
by confessing their own guilt.

THE WORCESTER DISASTER. 
The disaster at Worcester was of a sort 


were dashed away like mere straws. The de- 

struction of property was yreat, but fortunate- 

ly warning was given in time and but three 

lives were lost. Within the last two years 

similar disasters have twice oocurred not far ro- 

mote from the scene of the present oatastro- 

phe, and these were attended with loss of life 

and much suffering. Throughout New En- 

gland, where the water-power has been care- 

fully utilized, and to a lemer extent in many 

other quarters of the country, the like calam- 

ities are possible. Whether there is peril of 

their.cocurrence is not known, and is pro- 

cisely what should be investigated. There is 

no chance-work about disasters such as these. 

In the present state of engineering science, 

they are only possible through dishonest, 

cheap construction or criminal negligence. 

The requisite resistant power for such 

structures as that at Worcester can be closely 

calculated, as can the height to which they. 
can safely be constructed and the strength of 

the material used. The immediate cause of 

the Worcester disaster has not yet been made 

public. But whatever it may have been, the 

actual cause will be found to have 

been guilty negligence, more guilty 

niggardliness, or still more culpable 

blundering ignorance. It is a reproach upon 

us that either of these could fetch upon com- 
munity such calamities as it is that they should 
lead to slaughter on railroads and through 
boiler explosions as they do. Some legal re- 
straints lave been imposed to guard against 

these latter, but against such as that at Wor- 
cester the public seems to have been left 
wholly unprotected. It is season for the en- 
actment of statutes that will provide against 
such peril by rigorous inspection of dams 
across water-courses, and requiring the 
strengthening or removal of all rotten or un- 
safe structures af such sort. That is at last 
the only moral of practical.value to draw from 
the Worcester disaster, and, if not promptly 
acted upon, it will be lost.

THE HEAD-MONEY TAX DECISION. 
The Supreme Court of the United States 
has delivered an important decision of a long- 
vexed question, and that is the power of the 
States by legislation to impose a tax upon 
immigrants arriving from other countries. 
This question was discussed at a .very early 
date, In 1824 the State of New York passed 
an act, the first section of which required the 
Master of every ship arriving in the United 
States to file with the Mayor a list of all his 
passengers, stating age, sex, name, previous 
residence, etc., and imposing a penalty of 
$75 for each passenger not so reported. It 
also required the Master to give bond to save 
the city harmless from all expense of support 
and maintenance;of such pamenger, A 
Master of a vessel was sued for not making 
this report, and the case eventually reaching 
the Supreme Court, that body decided, Jus- 
tice ron alone dissenting, that the statute 


was not unconstitutional, 

Many years later, the question came up to 
the Supreme Court again. The State law 
directed the Health Commissioner to demand 


every vessel arriving in New York from a 
foreign port $1.50 for each cabin passenger, 
and $1 from each steerage passenger, and 
from the Master of each coasting vessel 25 
cents for each passenger. The Master of a 
British ship refused to pay $2.95 for as many 
steerage passengers, and a judgment was 
rendered against him. In January, 1849, the 
Supreme Court held that this act of the State 
of New York was repugnant to the Con- 
stitution and laws of the United States,” and 
therefore void. New York, however, modi- 
fied the law so as to require of the owner of 
every vessel landing passengers from a 
foreign port to make a report of all the 
passengers, and to give bondin the sum of 
$308 for each passenger to indemnify the 
authorities against any expense for the relief 
of such passengers for four years; but the 
vessel-owner may commute for such bond 
by paying within twenty-four hours $1.50 
for each passenger. : 

The State of Louisiana and the State of 
California have similar laws. 3 

In the cases decided in 1849 (there were 
cases both from New York and Boston), the 
decision was made by a bare majority of the 
Court,—McLzax, Warnz, Catron, Mak 
Lr, and Grrer holding the New York laws to 
be unconstitutional, while Tangy, Damm., 
Nursox, and Woopnonr held them valid. 
The authority of the decision was weakened 
because of the variety of opinions, no less 
than eight out of the nine Judges giving dif- 
ferent reasons. 

The question was now brought up tothe 
Court upon cases from Louisiana, New York, 
and California, and the Court now, by an 
unanimous decision, holds chat all such laws 
are regulations of commerce with foreign 
nations, and are void because beyond the 
authority of the States. We print the opin- 
ion of the Court as delivered by Judge 
Mriuze. It settles this matter finally. It 
denies to the States any authority to control 
the passenger trade by taxing the vessels or 
the passengers. The Court express the opin- 
ion that Congress can best exercise this pow- 
er by the enactment of a general law. The 
Court say that they do not decide whether 
in the absence of any act of Congress the 
States can, or how far they can, by appropri- 
ate legislation protect themselves against 
actual paupers, vagrants, criminals, and dis- 
eased persons arriving from foreign coun- 
tries. That question was not before the 
Court. 


CORRUPTION IN A HEW QUARTER. 

There seems to be a vary black cloud at the 
Red Cloud Indian Agency. The President 
having detailed Lieut.-Col. Mznarr7, of the 
Ninth Oavalry, to examine and report upon 
the canse of the exhaustion of the appropria- 
tion for the subsistence of the Sioux Indians 
for the present fiscal year, he has made his 
report. He had no difficulty in ascertaining 
that there was a.deficioncy, but gg to ita cause 
he is puzzled, partly becanse the: recent 
Agent left the records in such shape that ‘‘no 
fellow can find them out, and partly because 
the Indians themselves are quite as full of 
ways that are dark and tricks that are vain 
as the Agents themeelvea, In point of fact, 
their manner of enumerating themeelves as a 
basla for subsistence would not do discredit 
to a Bt. Louis directory man estimating basis 
for population. Col. Munarry went out 
with very definite instructions, and he 
found chses and returned with the 
conviction that they must know more 
about the deficiency in Washington 
than he could find out at the Agency. The 
records of the late Agent, Dr. Savitis, were 
either lost, destroyed, or carried away,— 
probably all three. This much he discovered. 
He also found out some other cheerful facts 
—that there were no quarterly returns of 
supplies, no written reports kept, and no 
proper census of the Indians, and when he 
proposed to count the Indians he was in- 
formed that there were not military forces 
sufficient in that neighborhood to acco mplish 
that arithmetical operation. The Agents 
hitherto had some regard for their 
scalps, more in fact than they have had for 
honesty, appear to have estimated the num- 
ber of Indians by the number of lodges, 
which is about as definite as it would be to 
estimate the number of Christians in Chicago | 
vy the number of churches. Thesé rough 
estimates have sometimes answered the pur- 
pose, and, when they have not, then the 
Indians themselves have kindly furnished 
their own numbers in a very unique way, and 
in a manner which seems to indicate that 
swindling, like lying, is as natural to the un- 
tutored savage as to Secretaries of War or

It will diminish the sympathy which has been 
felt for them now that it is ascertained they 
too arein the swindling business, and are 
putting their heads together to defraud 
the revenues. It has been well known 
that they have always had many of the ac- 
complishments of white men, such as treach- 
ery, cruelty, mendacity, vanity, and laziness, 
and now it seems that they add to these the 
supreme characteristic of the present time— 
corruption, They now stand upon the same 
plane as their white brethren. The develop- 
ments from this Agency show that the wave 
of corruption has swept far beyond the Mis- 
sissippi and penetrated into the lodges and 
wigwama, aud that the almple child of nature 
not only can hunt the buffalo, ornament him- 


the ground, hew wood and oarry water, 
soalp, lio, swear, steal, drink, and gamble 
but alse knows how to form the festive ring 
and swindle the revenue. It is high time 
that a Democratic Oommittee should 
shave their heads close, go out amd 
count these Republican Indians and in- 
vestigate these Red Clouds, Spotted Tails, and 
Jumping Buffaloes. Let us have reform not 
only in Mrs. Betxnar’s boudoir but also in 
the temples of these far C sons d the forest.

HOPE FOR THE CHRISTIANS OF TULEEY. 


There has been a very significant cha 19e 


in the tone of the Russian press within the 
last two or three days relative to the struggle 
for independence now going on in FP erzego- 
vina, and with which all European Turkey 
heartily sympathizes. It-will be remembered 
that-Austria proposed a scheme for pacifica- 
tion which received the assent of the Euro- 
pean Powers generally, and to which Turkey 
This scheme included 


certain taxes, a representation of the Her- 
zegovinian people in their local tribunals, a 
cultivation of the waste lands, and other re- 
forms. But the,revolutionists refused to ac- 
cept any promise from Turkey, theirpest ax- 
periénce having shown them tho; no reliauoe 
is to be placed upon it. The feeling between 
the Turks and the Christian inhabitants of 
Turkish provinces is implacable and irrecon- 
cilable. The Mahomedans do not regard 
themselves as bound to their pledges to 
Christian subjects any more than the slave- 
holder in the South before the War felt him- 
self bound in any promise he may have made 
under quasi-coercion to one of his serfs. 
The rebels of Herzegovina know this from 
previous experience. They could not, of 
course, hold out against any combination be- 
tween Russia and Austria to compel them to 
accept the terms of the proposed pacifica- 
tion; and it looked at one time as if the 
struggle might be brought to an end through 
this means. But the recent utterances of the 
Russian press afford a réason for doubiing it. 
The Moscow Gazette, and both the Golos and 
Vedornoste of St. Petersburg, which are the 
leading newspapers of Russia, give notice 
to the Sclavanians that, if they desire and 
feel strong enough to rise en masse against 
the Turks, Russia will undertake to protect 
them from coercion on the part of other 
mations, Coming from the Russian néws- 
papers, this notification is more significant 
than a similar statement would be in English 
or American newspapers about the intention 
of their respective Governments. The polit- 
ical utterances of the Russian newspapers are 
always inspired. There is no other press 
under such close gurveillance, and it is not 
permitted to a Russian newspaper to print 
political articles that have not first received 
the approval of the Government. It looks, 
therefore, very much as though Russia had 
determined that Herzegovina shall have fair 
play, and even to encourage revolt aguinst 
Turkey in ita other European province. 

If Russia shall take: this position, it is not 
impossible that the Turkish provinves in 
Europe may all attain the same pos: . of 
quasi-independence as that of Servia, with a 
local Government of their own selection, and

It is that they are 
dangerous to community because they will 
work, and will work cheaply and full eigh- 
teen hours a day,” if need be, There is noth- 
ing wanting o the development and pros- 
perity of Culifornia but that there be 
more work done by somebody. The 
Sacramento, San Joaquin, and Santa Clara 
Valleys, of unsurpassed fertility, are yet for 
the most part waste lands. The other agri- 
cultural resources of the State are not half 
de 2loped, while the mechanical industries 
are still in their infancy. All await the com- 
ing of the laborer. Californians explain, 
without ceasing, that the State does not grow 
because immigrants settle elsewhere,—which 
is clearly incontrovertible without explana- 
tion, —and that immigration is all they need 
to make them thrive. But with all the work 


third the total male population persistently 
refusing to do it, and’ staying at San Fran- 
cisco where there is not an average of six 
months’ employment in the year for the great 
mass of them, they frantically cry out for pro. 
tection against mon who come there 
to work, who will work eighteen 
hours per day, and will work cheaply, 
at anything. The case of these unprotected 
Californians, exposed unprotected to this in- 
cursion of patient toilers, is indeed sad. 
Their appeal is no less touching, in fact, than 
it would be were it against steam machinery, 
though it is more puerile. Additional labor 
means increased production, the development 
of new industries, the increase of the 
wealth, With a million Chinamen in Cali- 
fornia there could be no lack of work for 
every white man with an appetite for work,— 
work in the present employments and in 
those that would spring up besides, of a sort, 
too, in which the superior intelligence, train- 
ing, and powers of the whites would com- 
mand good wages. But work is precisely 
what the unprotected do not want; and very 
shortly evidently it will be in order to look 
out for of Chinamen on the 
Pacific Slope.

If Russia protects the revolutionistsa from 
Austria's coercion, they have already demon- 
strated sufficient strength to warrant faith in 
their ultimate success as against Turkey 
alone. If Austria should undertake a coer- 
cion in spite of Russia protest, a general 
European war might be expected, in which 
all the great Powers, with the exception of 
England, would be involved. The situation 
is, consequently, more interesting just now 
than at any previous time sinos the in- 
habitants of Herzegovina took up arms 
against Turkish oppression.

DIVORCE IN CANADA, 


The Great Difficulty Attending that 
Legal Formality. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicage Tribune. 

Warrsy, Ont., March 31.—A dispatch just re- 
ceived from Ottawa says the Senate Committee 
to-day threw out the Campbell Divorce bill on 
the ground that the preamble was not proven. 
The history of the case is interesting and in- 
. structive, as showing the difficulties that stand 
in the way of obtaining a divorce in Canada. 


case. The first took place at Toronto in 1873, 
when Robert Campbell brought an actiop of 
crim. con. in the Court of Queen's Bench against 
George Gordon for debauching his wife, and ob- 
tained a verdict of $3,000, which, on appeal, 
was reduced to $1,500. At the same time 
Mrs. Campbell brought action for slander in the 
Court of Common Pieas against her bruther-io- 
| law, James Campbell, and obtained as jury ver- 
dict of $1,000. The defendant in this suit 
moved for an arrest of the verdict or a uew trial. 
The Court ordered anew trial without costs. 
Mrs. Campbell subsequently brought suit in 
chancery for an allowance of alimony before 
Vice-Chancellor Blake aga.nst ber husband. 
which was defended on the ground of aduitery 
with Gordon. This suit was dismissed last fall, 
the Court finding Mrs. Campbeil guilty. Previ- 
ous to this trial her husband was or- 
dered - to pay her alimony at th 
rate of $50 per month, which was paid 
regularly for two years until the decision of the 
Vice-Chancellor on the above ground. Mr. 
Campoell applied to Parliament for a divorce, 
which has just been decided as bove stated.

JUSTICE SUMMERFIELD 
said that “vans had admitted that the men whose 
accounts he had brought in were also employed 
in collecting the city taxes. It seemed, there- 
fore, that the town was paying for collecting the 
city taxos, and the spedker thought that this was 
altogether wrong. Apart of the payment of 
these men should come out of the Collector's 
2 per cent which he was to collect from the city, 
and which had been votedto him by the City 
Council. 

Justice Meech said that there was only a small 
extra amount of labor in making the collection 
of the city tax, and also oniy a small amount of 
money needed to pay extra expenses of that col- 
lection. 

JUSTICE FOOTE 

said it was impossible to pass upon the bill in- 
telligently at present. He wished to inquire 
whether the city was not liable for the payment 
of the assistants employed by Evans. as the 
payment to be made under the present bill, if 
audited, a payment in full for all the work done 
in the time named, or would these men present 
another bill to the city for work (ne in the ool- 
lectiot of its taxes ? 

3 JUSTICE WALLACE 
asked if. any one could say whether the statute 
compelled the town to pay the expenses of col- 
lecting the city taxes as it did the expense of 
collecting the county and park taxes. The 
question was purely a legal one. A decision had 
been rendered by the Supreme Oourt 
to the effect that an officer who was 
ordered \v perform certain duties in addition 
to those prescribed for bim by law vould draw 
no extra pay for those services. He wished to 
koow if this was a case in point. The whole 
matter seemed to him to hinge on the question 
whether the town was or wae not to be com- 
pelied o collect the city taxes for the South 
Town thereof without getting any return for it. 
The Speaker said he had not, and the Committee 
of which be was a member had not, had time to 
examine the law on this subject. On it 
res od the whoie cecision of the matt. 
The question to olved was, whether tne 
amounts were reasunabie. That would depend 
on whe er the work was the collection of $300,- 
000 or $1,000,000. The sums were certainly very 
large,—for instance one man took $500 a month, 
a larger salary than was paid by any corpora-. 
tion inthe city. As far as he was conc 
be would not vote for auditing the bill until it 
was shown that the sums paid were no more 
than a fair compensation for the work done. If 
the salaries were proper ones for the work done 
in collecting the town tax, well and good; but 
at present he thought they were large enough to 
cover the collection of all the taxes which came 
into Mr. Evans’ hands.

Treatises on medical science are usually heavy 


reading for the avérage public, who carefully ro- 


_linquish them to the uses of the specialist ; but 


the present volume is, in important respects, ex- 
ceptional. It is addressed to the multitude, in 
lucid language, framed in an easy, familiar style, 


- and deals partienfarly with that branch of the 


healing art which evdry intelligent person should 
thoroughly understand, viz.: the prevention of 
disease. Its author is one of the most eminent 
scholars and practitioners belonging to the medi- 
cal fraternity of England, and his extended re- 
searches and experience give the Weight of au- 
thority to the opinions he delivers upon subjects 
counted with the science to which he has 


devoted himself. The foundation of the 


present work was laid eleven years ago, 


ia a series of essays on the diseases 


at overworked men. Revised and expanded, 
these essays now cover much more than the 
original ground, and form a comprehensive expo- 
sition of the pr enomena of incidental and special 
malades. . 

Were the strict Jaw of Nature carried out, life 


should end in an easy, painless death,—a real 


euthanasia, alike free from terror and from euf- 
fering. Yet so seldom are the conditions ful 
filled which lead to this benign consummation, 
that Dr. Richardson is able, in bis prolonged 
practice, to point to but ten cases where it has 
been realized, and the aged and worn-out body 
has lapsed gently and eweetly into the sep that 
is dreamless and final. The time wili come, 
bowever, the sanguine physician predicta, whet, 
mankind heving learned bow to cherish tbeir 
powers, the act of death shall be deferred until 
its appointed hour, in the fullness of days, and 
hence shail be divested of every element of 
dread and of agony. ,In the exceptional cases, 
where Nature herself breaks her own lew, and 
inflicts premature d by accidental collision 
with ber destructive forces, it is, inthe great 
majority of instances, so swiftly administered that 


it is painless, and existence ends as uncovscious- | 


ly as it was begun. 

Disease is the term applied to that abnormal 
state Of man which induces death. before the 
e cle of life has been completed. In the opinion 
of Dr. Richardson, the term Should. and in the 
future will, ** signify unity,—e departure from an 
fipproximative standard of health; and. when the 
system of nomenciatare is revised. a simple 
name willbe given to each series of the phe- 
nomena indicating some modifi tion of a 
natural or physiological process. t this day 
there are recognized in active operation fully 
250 different maladies, about 100 of which sus- 
tain the regular mortalities of civivi com- 

nities. From the commencement of the 
hi of disease, its phenomena have’

been remarkably fixed, and few maladies have | 


become extinct, and few have been newly creat- 
ed. Certain diseases are of rarer occurrence 
than in earlier days, yet, on their reappearance 
in the most fsolated form, they exhibit the dis-

Although the early chapters of Dr. Richard- 
800.8 work are taken up with observations npou 
diseases which are induced by external causes 
that are in the main ‘uncontrollable, th e leading 
object of his book isto study the phenomena of 
those maladies which owe their origin to the 
self-imposed acts of the individual or of the 
community,—sach M overwork, indulgence in 
injurious foods. drinks, habits, and occupations, 
and which may, therefore, in a great measure 
be prevented. 


„ Laborious mental exercise the author pro- 


nounces beneficia] to health and conducive to 
length of day. Brain-workers,” be remarka, 
“suffer least from painful disease, live happier, 
and live longer, thau those sous of slavish toil 
who stall depend on the automati¢ band for their 
bread, and who are atill but the mighty machine 
to the her mind.” Neverthe mental 
labor must be conducted with system and regu- 
larity, and under clwerful circumstances. The 


danger in pureuing it lies in the teddeney to a 


persistent strain of the faculties through over- 
work and undue solieitude. Among brain-work-

Against exchasive physical exertion Dr. Rich- 
ardson argues very strenuously. Although un- 
der necessity it may be a virtue, when not abso- 
lutely requisite it is to be in all cases avoided. 
Its effect is to-wear out the vital organs prema- 
turely, and occasionia train of diseases termiuat- 
ing in death before the natural term of life is 
more than half expired, With regard to certain 
athletic sports like the boat-race and the foot- 
race, which bave loug been popular in Engiand, 
and are eoming into favor in A nerica, the author 
writes in the following emphatic language :

I had 
the opportunity, once in my life, of living near 
a great trainer, himself achamvi‘n rower.

ganism. . . . By skillful training it is 
quite true that men may be, and are, brought 
up to @ fine external standard; but the exterval 
development is so commonly the covering of an 
internal and fatal «vil, that I yeoture to atirm 
there is not in Eoglaud a trained professional 
athlete. of the age of 35, who has been ten yeara 
at bis calling, who is not disabled. He may hold 
on, sustained by a will which cannot bend to de- 
feat; he may win bravely; then wis, and only 
ust Win; then tie some new antagonist; then 
ose, and, urged by his friends whose ardor is 
damped, retire: but he will soon die. The fall- 
ing-off which bas been observed by patrons or 
admirers before actual failure, means, not want 
of kill. not stiffness of joint, but actual over- 
worked, worn-out heart aod blood-veasel; it 
means, in fact now, a race for life rather than a 
race for fame. In my professional work I have 
been im attendance On as many as seven men 
thus brought to incapacity before the middle 
term of their lives, who, by virtue of their five 
organizations, might, aod in all human proba- 
bility would, have lived to a vigorous old age

Nature and lese suicidal.” 

The custom, which extensively prevails among 
business men, of dwelliag remote from the 
places where ther prosecute their daily voea- 
tions, Dr. Richardson considers most destructive 
to bealth. Could the process of travel back and 
forth be performed with deliberation, it meght 
be not oni free from danger, but eonducive te 
sanity. As it is, lo fact, the rush and hurry 
with which men leave their homes in the morn- 
ing, after a hasty and nnastisfactory breakfast, 
aod again depert from their bumuness at the fat- 
est possible mome t in the evening, are prolitic 
causes of evils that too often result in a prema- 
ture decline of life. 


In the several chapters occupied with an Mus- | 


tration of the injurious action of alcolfo!l, many 
striking and valuable statements are given. The 
gist of the whole argument is, that, in whatever 
form alcohol is taken, wunder whatever circum- 
stances, it ia apt to do harm, ad would better 
be entirely avoided. Even its use as a physio- 
logical agent to give strength * deprecated. its 
action as a stimulant is followed bya corre- 
sponding depression of mind, iowness of heart, 
ang sedpess of epi:*:. The ideas of its being 
necessary to resort . that it may lift up the 
forces of the animal body into true, and firm, 
and even activity, or chat it may add 
something useful to the living tissues, are 
errors as solemn as tlley are widely diaseminat- 
ed.” It is allowed to beat times of temporary 
value, in exciting the sluggish current of life to 
a freer flow; but the temptation fo an abuse af 
the agent overbalances ie usefginess, in the 
opinion of the author. ** The evidence i all- 

erfect that aleohol gives no potential power to 

rain or muscle. During the firet stage of its 
action, it may enable a wearied or a feebie or- 
ganiem to do brisk work fora short time; it 
may make the mid briefly brilliant; it may ex- 
cite muscle to qu k action; but it does nothing 
substantially, and fille up nothing it has desteoy- 
ed, as it leads te destruckon. A fire makes a 
brilliant sight, but leaves a desolation. It is the 
game with alcohol.“ 8 : 

The lover of the pipe will be encouraged 
rather-than depressed by the testimony of Dr. 
Richardson concerning the effect upon the bu- 
man system of the fragrant weed.“ The evils 
of slow tobaeco-poi g are gad to be transi- 
are. functional and not 
organe. Their action is as an irritant upon the 
motor parts of the nervous system. Inu the 
confirmed emoker, there 1s a constant func- 
tional disturbance. Lis organs are doing work 


which is not essential to their duties ; but they 
do it with moderate ease ; they retain nothing 


that is detrimental to their structure; and, let 
alone, they soon régain their natural oonditron. 
When smoking is indulged to excess, it creates 
symptoms of extteme severity, which, so long as 
they last, are harmful, and may even induce 
death. But the theory thet smoking originates 
diseases of the brain or of the lungs, the author 
deciares to be unfounded. It undoubtedly ag- 

avates existing diseases of these organs, but 
— not create them. Its effect epon the young 
is to impair growth, and induce premature man- 
hood and physical prostration. “* If a com- 
munity. of youths of both sexes, whose pro- 
genitors were finely formed and powerful, were 
to be trained to the early practice of smoking, 
and if marriage were to be confined to the smok- 
ers, an apparently new and a physically inferior 
race of men and women would be bred.” These 
statements suffice to show thas tobacco is not an 
innocent substance, to be used with mpunity ; 
albeit, as was said, the smoker may take beer 
because of the assurance that it produces no di- 
rect organic mischief. 

These few points on which we have touched, 


singled from the muititude treated im Dr. Ricb- | 


ardsone volume, are ample enough to how the 
practical nature of hie work, sed the interest 
which it hae for the general reader.

Tne revela- 
tion is of the deepest interest, for »® 


rarely rich nature is disclosed, which affords 


endless material for psychological study; and 
yet the most curious part of it ell ise, that Hew- 
thorne could ever have committed to the t~each- 
erous keeping of a diary a record of his daily 
conduct, and of the opinions and feelings that 
moiwenterily animated him.

It was to 
him. except in unusual moods of exhilaration, 
a dist- sing ordeal to go tbhrougn the gal- 
lerie- ! look upon the dimmed and defac- 
od hi es that the spectator is required, by m- 
exorabie custom, to study and dote upon.

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HOUSEKEEPING. 


Home Adornment. 
To e Bditor of The Chicago Tribune : 

Cutcaao, March 29.—If you will kindly permit 
me a small space in the H rs Depart- 
ment of Taz Taronx. I have a few suggestions 
to give in regard to home adornment,” though 
perhaps they are old to many readers. Several 
methods of frammg photographs and small 
prints have already been given. Very pretty and 
inexpensive is the coral frame for pictures, and 
easily made. Preserve all your raisin-stems, se- 
curing them as large and branching as pos- 
sible. Purchase some white wax and a small 
quéntity of English vermilion. Heat the wax 
in an old tin, sad add sufficient vermilion 
to give it the desired coral hue; then dip in the 
Stams several times, and they will have the 
appearance of sprays of coral. When cool they 
may be formed into a frame by tying with thread 
or gluing. ) 

Varniah for pictures: In framing small plot- 
ures with perforated board, coral, and other 
‘* home-made frames, it is often inconvenient 
to use glass, while if exposed they become 
soiled in a short time. By using the 
following varnish they will be preserv- 
ed and present a good appearance: 
Dilute a quarter of a pound of Venice turpentine 
with a gill of spirits of wine; if it be too thick, 
add a littie more spirit of wine, till the varnish 
ia brought to the cousistence of milk. Lays 
edat of this oo your vhotographs or prints, aud 
they will shine like glass, and may be washed 
with impunity. 

Mention of spatter-work and directions for 
making were given io last Sunday's Tunern. 
There are 60 maby articles to which this work 
may be applied that 2 littie tact and care will 


of an inch on each side. Baste strips of paver 
over the bem to preservo the white; place upon 
a newspaper, aod lav upon the musiio the ferns, 
leaves, initial or other derigus intended; then 
proceed with the epattering. When dark 
enough, carefully remove the leaves and allow 
the ink to dry; then press with a warm iron, 
aod remove the strips of paper; the tidy is 
ready tor use. If India iok is used, the tidy 
may be washed when soiled. I would here sug- 
gest that, in all spatter-work, the less ink on the 
brush the better, as the spray will 
be finer. Spatter-work made on white, 
red, or blue card-board (which may be purchased 
in large sheets at small cost) makes very pretty 
card-receivers, match-safes, hair-receivers, or 
portfolios for engravings. These articles may 
be cut in many different shapes, ae the ingeaui- 
ty of the reader suggests, and, laced together 
with narrow ribbon or worsted, are quite tasty ; 
if varnished witn the varnish given above, they 
will be prettier and more durable.

rately, but gently, beneath cold water until the 


perfect skeleton is exposed. At first they are of 
a dirty white color; to make them white, and 
therefore more beautiful, bleach them in a weak 
solution of chloride of lime—a large teaspoon 


ful of chloride of lime to one quart of water; if 


a few drops of vinegar are added it is all 
the better, for the free chlorine 16 Über- 
ated. Do not allow them to remain too 
loug in the liquid or they become too brittle, 
and caonot be handied without injury. About 
fifteen minutes will be required to make them 
white. Dry in white blotting-paper beneath a 
gentle pressure. Simple leaves are best for bo- 
mioners. sach as the vine, ivy, poplar, beech. 
The best months to gather specimens are July 
and August.
